Ohrherefore let us not 
proyoke the eyes of his glory, and he will watch for our defence, 
let us not break his Lawes,& not a bone of us ſhall be broken, let us 
weep out our former corruptions with tears , and (hew 9ur ſelyes 
to bealive from the dead by our regenerate faces ; let every Roya- 
lit turn the greateſt Penitent and trueſt Saint ; as we account our 
ſelves the moſt Orthodox Profeſſours , ſo let us declare it by our 
mortified lives, and pure conſciences; So may we defy all the ene- 
mics in the Nation, for in deſpight of all their fury and maugre all 
their malice, Jer»ſalem ſhall be a quiet habitation , a Tabernacle 
that cann2t be removed, her ſtakes ſhall not be taken away, but we 
ſhall here long ſee a King in his Beauty , and hereafter ſee a King 
in his Glory, which that we may do,the Lord grant for his mercies 
fake, Amen, 
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
